Washington—tl>-Navy and coast guard craft sped today toward a mid- 


Atlantic rendezvous with the American liner Iroquois, after the White 
House disclosed receipts of startling information that the refugee-laden 
steamship was to be sunk. 


The tip came from the head of the German navy, but it left unanswered 


the questions of how and by "whom the siuking was to be done. Like- 
wise, it offered no explanation of how the reich acquired the information. 


The White House disclaimed any belief in the report. Nevertheless, 


several naval ships and a. coast guard cutter were rushed to accompany 
the Iroquois to Kew York, where she was dje next Wednesday. The cap- 
tain was ordered 1o search the ship for explosives and to double his look- 
outs and patrol watchmen. 


The Iroquois, a 6,209-ton vessel, left Cobh, Ireland, Tuesday with a 


crew of 212 and 584 passengers. Ambassador Kennedy said in London 
last night that only those who were able to prove American citizenship 
had been permitted to book passage. 


White House Statement 


The vessel was chartered by the United States lines to bring home 


Americans caught in Europe by the outbreak of war.

In Par* 
is they, had gone through blackouts 
and eyed observation balloons over 
the city. They were getting enough 
of war. Finally they wedged into the 
American wreighter, S. 
S. Scho- 


dack. It was supposed to carry eight 
passengers; it had 65 for this trip. 


"The first night out, three subma- 


rines followed the freighter," Dou- 
cet relates. "Most of the passengers 
didn't know much about it until the 
next day, but I got up early in the 
morning just in time to see one of 
them leaving our stern and sub- 
merging. The captain of the sub 
had looked over the ship's papers, 
the crew of the freighter told us." 


Once when Doucet and a compan- 


ion were up in the wireless room, 
they heard faro SOS calls from ves- 
sels that had been attacked by Ger- 
man U-boats. 


The freighter took two weeks to 


get to New York and Doucet en- 
rolled the latter part of last week 
at Lawrence.

Raymond Clapper an(j a jot of other people—were ready to go to war in 
1916 rather than order Americans to keep off of such ships?

The Lusitania, carrying munitions to England, had been sunk and a 


number of American tourists aboard were lost We protested. Some 
months later the German government decided to submarine all armed 
belligerent merchant ships on sight. A congressman, Rep. McLemore of 
Texas, 
introduced a 
resolution 


and run up the black, white and 
red flag In its place."

merce said "War with Germany 
would not be a very serious mat- 
ter to the United States, if it has- 
tened peace, would be distinctly 
beneficial."

Wisconsin Health

Travelers throughout the state 


have grown so accustomed to ex- 
pecting certain jaccomodations from 
hotels and other sleeping rooms 
that they little realize the great 
strides taken in health protection 
measures in the last quarter cen- 
tury. 


One of these is the "long sheet." 


Few people know that the "fold 
back" over the blanket and the 
complete sheet coverage of the 
mattress are the results of a law 
passed by the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture in 1913. Prior to the passage 
of 
this 
law specifying sleeping 


room equipment, bed coverings in 
transient places were only of t h e 
type that the proprietor considered 
sufficient. 


In many cases the top sheet was 


only as long as the blanket, and 
because 
only 
the 
sheets were 


changed between occupants, the 
blanket became a carrier of colds 
and other communicable diseases. 
The tinder sheet too, often did not 
cover the surface of the mattress, 
leaving the occupant the choice of 


pulling the sheet up and bavins 
his feet come in contact with the 
mattress or pulling it down and 
having his face exposed to the 
mattress. 


The law specifies that the sheet 


be at least 96 inches long after be- 
ing hemmed and laundered, which 
means that the cloth should be 
torn at least 108 inches in Order 
to meet the required length. This 
"long sheet" provides the necessary 
coverage so that neither the feet 
nor the face need come in contact 
with anything but clean material. 
The long sheet therefore, is not for 
long people, but for long life.

Instantij 
it would multiply British commerce 
problems, sky-rocket insurance, a.-c 
make the mistress of the seas a very 
ruffled matron indeed. 


Toy-like as some of the German 


ships are, there are only three ships 
in the British navy that can touch 
any oi five German ships in a run- 
ning fight in the open sea.

destroyers. And every such fighter 
turned loose on the ocean would be 
subjected to multiple risks of de- 
struction by submarine.

In the whole British navy their 


are only three ships that can ac- 
complish the double task of running 
down the five German ships and 
shelling them into submission. They 
are the fast battle cruisers Hood, 
Renown and Repulse. Armed with 
IS-in^ri guns, a speed of 31 knots 
and tarrying 
9 to 12-inch armor, 


they could destroy any of the Ger- 
man ships. 


Nazis Could Afford It 


Once out in the open sea, the Gev- 


man ships could easily push over 
the tisual con\oy of 
destroyers 


guarding herds of 30 to 60 merchant 
vessels. Then it would be a matter 
of a mad wolf among the sheep. 
Shell fire from tne German ship 
might put down a dozen or more 
merchant vessels before they coutd 
scatter 


Strategists here have been expe^t- 


mg, ever since the war started, that 
Germany u ould make a break for 
freedom with one of the potent 
commerce destroyers. She could af- 
ford to sacrifice several light cru:s- 
ers to get one of the battleships 
through the British North Sea pat- 
rol. 


Once one was out. the British 


would have to detach at least one 
of its three battle cruisers to hunt 
it down. Its effective North Son 
blockade against further outbreaks 
of German ships would be weak- 
ened by that much. Out on the open, 
ocean, the German ships could pro- 
vision themselves from raids on 
commerce, just as did the romantic 
Emden of World war time Britain 
paid i early for that escape.

Blames Democracies 


"The uncertainty that today 
is 


weighing down the common life of 
nations is not due to German de- 
mands," Hitler asserted, "but to ma-' 
lignant insinuations published in 
the so-called democracies.

were formulated'in a" very clear and 
precise way. 


"They have,' it is true, found their 


fulfillment, no thanks to the in- 
sight of the league of nations but 
thanks to the dynamics of natural 
development.

"The aim of German foreign pol- 


icy as pursued by me has. never 
been other than to guarantee the 
existence, that is to" say, the life of 
the German people, to remove the 
injustice and nonsense contained in 
the treaty which not only destroy- 
ed Germany economically but has 
drawn victor nations into disaster 
as well." 


Then Hitler expressed his convic- 


tion that it was "fortunate for hu- 
manity" that he had succeeded in 
removing the "craziest, most impos- 
sible" Versailles clauses without 
bloodshed in all cases but Poland 
and "without compromising foreign 
statesmen in the internal politics of 
their countries." 


Hitler summarized u n d e r 10 


points his efforts to "clear up rela- 
tions between ourselves and otir 
neighbors."' 


He 
mentioned non - aggression 


pacts with the Baltic states and 
Germany's endeavors to establish 
and continue friendly relations with 
countries such as the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Yugoslavia, 
Hungary and Italy. 


Tells of Efforts 


He laid special stress on his el- 


forts "to rid our ' relations with 
France of all trace of ill will and 
to render them tolerable for both 
nations . . . The return of the Saar 
territory was one demand woich I 
regarded as an indispensable pre- 
condition of a French-German un- 
derstanding. After France herself 
had found a just solution to this 
problem, Germany had no further 
claims against France. 


"No such claim exists any longer 


and no such claim shall ever be put 
forward."

French-German relations" because, 
he said, it was of "slight" import- 
ance to Germany. 


"It is impossible for a French 


statesman to get up and declare 
that I have ever made any demands 
on France the fulfillment of which 
would have been incompatible with 
French honor or French interests," 
he maintained. 


The Reichstag thundered with 


cheers when he added, "it is, how- 
ever, true that instead of demands 
I have always expressed to France 
my desire to bury for ever our an- 
cient enmity." 


Sought British Friendship 


Turning to Germany's o t h e r 


enemy in the west. Hitler declared 
he had devoted "no less effort" to 
achieve British-German friendship. 


He denied ever having 
acted 


contrary to British interests. 


"Animosity on the part of cer- 


tain British statesmen and journa- 


lists," he charged, had caused the 
failure of those endeavors. 


Asserting that the aim of these 


men was "to seize the first oppor- 
tunity in order to resume the fight 
with Germany," Hitler expressed 
belief that "there can only be real 
peace in Europe and ^throughout 
the world if Germany and England 
come to an understanding." 


"Because of this conviction,"' he 


continued, "I have often shown the 
way to an understanding If in the 
end there was not the desired re- 
sult, it was not really my fault."

Reports On Casualties

believed at the beginning of the 
campaign we might have to fear, 
yet let us not forget that everyone 
who gave his life made the greatest 
sacrifice that any man can make for 
his people. 


"According to the causualty list of 
Sept 30, which will not change ma- 
terially, total losses for the army, 
navy and air force, including offi- 
cers, was the following: 10.572 kill- 
ed, 30,322 wounded and 3,404 miss- 
ing." 


In an address lasting an hour and 


twenty minutes, Hitler coupled his 
suggestion for a general attempt to 
solve Europe's problems with a de- 
claration that it could not be done 
"while cannons are thundering or 
mobilized armies are bringing pres- 
sure to bear upon it" 


"If . . . these problems must be 


solved sooner or later," he 
said, 


"then it would be more sensible to 
tackle their solution before millions 
of men are first uselessly sent to 
death and billions in riches are de- 
stroyed.

In our story ol Leif Ericson's 


voyage to Vinland, we 
left off 


where it was said he sailed into 
"a sound between the island and'a 
cape" Here is more of what this 
old Norse saga has to tell us: 


"At ebb tide, they ran their ship 


aground. They were so anxious to 
go ashore that they could not wait 
until the tide should rise, but has- 
tened to the land, where a certain 
river flows out from a lake 


Tyrker tellin? where he had found 
vines and grapes. 


"As soon as the tide rose, how- 


ever, they rowed the ship up the 
river and into the lake. There they 
cast anchor. 


"After going ashore, they de- 


cided to stay lor the winter. They 
built a large house. There were 
plenty of salmon in the river and 
in the lake, larger salmon than 
they ever had seen before. 


"The days and nights were more 


nearly of equal length than those 
of Greenland On the shortest day 
of the winter, the sun was high 
in the sky. 


"When the house was finished, 


Leif said. 'We shall now divide our 
number into two groups. One group 
shall stay at home, while the other 
goes out to explore the country.' 


"Leif, himself, took turns in join- 


ing the exploring party or staying 
at home. One day the party came 
back without a man named Tyrker, 
and Leif was sorely troubled. With 
12 men, he set out to look for the 
missing man. 


"Before they had gone far. they 


found Tyrker. He was m high spir- 
its, and grinned, as he said. 'I did 
not go much farther than the rest, 
but I found vines and grapes!" 
" Later Tyrker led his compan- 


ions to the grapes, -and they picked 
many of the grapes. Leif called the 
land 'Vinland' because of the vines 
and grapes." 


The Norse story tells how Leif 


and his sailors left in the spring, 
and went back to Greenland. In 
later years, other Norsemen are 
said to have settled in the Land of 
Vines. 


On his voyage to the west It 


is believed that Leif Encson made 
visits to the coasts of Labrador and 
Nova Scotia, the latter being the 
place of "trees and broad stretches 
of white sand." 


The exact location of Vinland 


Perhaps t h e 
jest reasons have been given for 
placing it in Cap Cod, Mass. Yet 
ve must remember that some be- 
lieve it was as far south as the 
coast of New Jersey.
